Large areas of the Gaza Strip 
were placed under “preventative 
‘movement restrictions,” early yes- 
terday, as IDF authorities feared 
outbreaks of unrest to commemo- 
rate the death of Abu Jihad. 

Military and local sources said 
yesterday that a quiet though inten- 
sive IDF ign to reduce the 
supply of tyres in the Gaza Strip has 
had a marked impact on the charac- 
ter and scope of disturbances in the 
region. 

The campaign, launched without 
fanfare last month, included whole- 
sale confiscations of thousands of 
tyres in warehouses linked with Pal- 
estinian activism. 

One activist told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that tyres were cho- 
cen as a target of IDF operations 
because when bummed they serve as 
an immediate, long-range signal. at- 
tracting Palestinian youths like a 
magnet. 


In West Germany, the conserva- 
‘tive newspaper Die Welt reported 
yesterday that Reagan still hopes 
he'll reach an intercontinental mis- 
sile reduction treaty with the Soviets 
and has raised the possibility of a 
fifth summit meeting with Gorba- 
chev. 

Die Welt said the interview was 
conducted in Washington shortly 
before Reagan left for Moscow.

Vietnam to halve its troops in Kampuchea 


HANOI (Reuter) — Vietnam said 
yesterday that it was withdrawing 
50,000 troops from Kampuchea by 
the end of this year and placing the 
remainder under the Kampuchean 
military high command, Western 
diplomats said. 
They said they were told in a 
briefing by a senior foreign ministry 
official that the phased withdrawal 
would begin in June and that ob- 
servers would be invited. Western 
experts say Vietnam has 120,000 sol- 


| diers in Kampuchea, but Hanoi offi- 


cials put the figure at 90,000. 
+ Vietmam invaded Kampuchea in 
1978 to oust the Khmer Rouse gov- 
erament of Pol Pot and establish the 
¢ Communist administration. 
The Phnom Penh government has 
since been under attack by three 
guerilla opposition forces, inchuding 
the Khmer Βοῦρα, which is backed 
by China. ;

Vietnamese foreign minister 
Nguyen Co Thach conferred with 
“senior Soviet officials in Moscow in 
the last few days and is now on his 
way (0 ἃ non-aligned foreign minis- 
ters meeting in Havana before trav- 
elling to the U.S. 

While attending a UN. disarma- 
ment conference in New York he is 
due to meet both John Vessey, a 
special representative of President 
Reagan's, and Ali Alatas, the Indo- 
nesian foreign minister who will pre- 
sent the latest Kampuchea proposal 
by the non-commamist Asean group, 
Vietnamese officials said. 

Vietnam has staged annua! partial 
withdrawals from Kampuchea since 
1982. Until last year, however, 
when 20,000 troops were announced 
as being pulled out in November, 
Western states dismissed these with- 
drawals as troop rotations. “A pull- 
out of 50,000 must be taken sertous- 
ly,” a Western envoy here said. 

Apart from the withdrawal and 
putting the remaining forces under 


Kampuchean control, the Vietmam- 
ese official said that Vietnamese 
troops inside Kampuchea would be 
pulled back a further 15 km. from 
Kampuchea’s western border with 
Thailand, the diplomats said. 

They quoted him as saying this 
would leave them at least 30 km (18 
miles) from the frontier after a pull- 
back last year. The Vietnamese offi- 
cia] said the pull-out was possible 
because of the growing strength of 
the Kampuchean government forces. 

“He said this was evidence of con- 
fidence in the Kampuchean forces,” 
one western diplomat said. 


He said the Vietnamese also reaf- 
firmed their commitment to pull out 
all troops by the end of 1990, al- 
though it was not clear whether 
there would be further withdrawals 
next year. . . 

Deputy Foreign Minister Tran 
Quang Co told Reuters in an inter- 
view on Tuesday that U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz had ex- 
changed letters with Thach "recent- 
ly” on humanitarian questions. This 
was seen by diplomats here as a sign 
that Washington may be considering 
greater flexibility towards its former 
Indochinese enemy.

Hizbullah hit 
in coordinated 
IDF-SLA strike

Dozens of Hizbullah gunmen 
were reportedly killed or 
wounded in a joint IDF ~ South 
Lebanese Ammy strike against a 
forward base of the Islamic fun- 
damentalists north of the securi- 
ty zone in South Lebanon. 

Five SLA soldiers were 
wounded during the attack. 
There were no casualties among 
IDF troops, who did not cross 
the border of the security zone. 

The surprise assault on the village 
of Louwazeh followed the destruc- 
tion by IDF paratroopers earlier this 
month of nearby Maidoun village. 
another Hizbullah stronghold. Re- 
ports from Lebanon indicated that 
20 Hizbullah gunmen were killed in 
yesterday's attack and over 25 
wounded. 

Late last night Israeli aircraft at- 
tacked a Palestinian terrorist base in 
the Ein Hilweh refugee camp near 
Sidon, military sources said, Reu- 
ters reported from Sidon that two 
helicopter gunships dropped flares 
over the area as they attacked after 
10 p.m. 

According to the IDF Spokes- 
man’s Office, anti-aircraft fire was 
directed at the aircraft. which re- 
turned safely to base. 

Ambulances and civil defence 
cars sped to the scene of attack with 
sirens wailing. Reuters reported. 

Israeli military sources stressed, 
however, that yesterday's operation 
differed from the attack on Maidoun 
in which three IDF soldiers and over 
40 terrorists were killed. 

In yesterday morning's raid the 
ground work was done by the SLA, 
with air, artillery and tank support 
from the IDF. Unlike Maidoun, the 
village of Louwazeh was not flat- 
tened, although several buildings 
that were used as operational cen- 
tres or weapons stores were 
demolished. 


The attack was in the area adja- 
cent to the zone’s central sector 
demonstrated a high level of coordi- 
nation between the IDF and the 
SLA. which the sources said was an 
indication of the SLA’s improved 
capabilities. 

“The principle we are trying to 
follow is to let the SLA work with- 
out our physical presence as much as 
possible.” one source said. 

The operation began before dawn 
with a heavy bombardment of 
Louwazeh. Air Force planes struck 
at designated terrorist centres in the 
village and surrounding areas, Tank 
and artillery units pounded specific 
targets while helicopter gunships 
buzzed overhead. Soliders from the 
Golani Brigade were also involved. 
but stayed within the confines of the 
security zone. 

Reports from Lebanon said over 
500 artillery and tank rounds hit the 
village and its environs. Smoke 
filled the valley while the sound of 
explosions echoed in the surround- 
ing hills. 

The SLA soldiers came under in- 
termittent fire as they moved to- 
wards the village, skirting road- 
blocks, mines and clumsy explosive

Three men die in coal-gas accident 
on ship at Hadera power station

Three men died yesterday when 
they were suffocated by lethal gas 
while cleaning out the hold of a coal- 
bearing ship moored off-the coun- 
try’s largest power station near 
Hadera. % 

The three were Shai Cohen, 20, 
from Hadera and brothers David 
Kahlon, 41, and Moshe Kablon, 35, 
from Netanya. A third brother, Zo- 
har Kahlon, was seriously ill with 
the effects of gas inhalation and was 
subsequently moved to Rambam 
hospital in Haifa for pressure-cham- 
ber treatment. 

David Kahlon was a sub-contrac- 
tor for the Israel Coal Board, 
charged with cleaning up remnants 
of coal from ships’ holds docking at 
the Hadera pier after unloading. 
The other casualties were his em- 
ployees. All four apparently inbaled 
lethal amounts of methane and car- 
bon-monoxide, the latter a highly 
poisonous, heavier-than-air gas 
emitted from coal in oxygen-defi- 
cient surroundings. 

The victims were already lifeless 
when brought to the Hillel Yaffe 
Hospital in Hadera. 


The accident happened at 10:30 
am, as Shai Cohen and David Kah- 
lon were walking down the stairs of 
a Belgian freighter’s hold to do a 
routine job of cleaning coal leftovers 
from its less accessible parts. Notic- 
ing that something has gone wrong, 
Nissim Shukrun, another member 
of the contractor's team of workers, 
called for help. Moshe and Zohac 
Kahalon rushed to their brother's 
rescue before themselves succumb- 
ing to the gas. 

The cause of the accident is still 
unknown. Nissim Shukrun. who es- 
caped with only minor effects, told 
reporters that he and his fellow- 
workers followed the usual proce- 
dure. ventilating the hold and wait- 
ing for the gas to disperse before 
walking down the hold’s stairs. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 
said shortly after the accident that 
he would appoint a special commit- 
tee of inquiry to investigate the af- 
fair today. 

Ministry officials asserted that un- 
less better safety practices are ap- 
plied, the ministry would not contin- 
ue to allow the unloading of coal at 
the Hadera facility.

- POMONA, California (AP) — It will 
take another day to haul off tons of 
rotting e that accumulated 
for 20 years at the home of a woman 
who ate elsewhere but returned to 
the rat-infested muck to rest. offi- 

“There's everything imaginable in 
there — clothes, rotting food, rats, 
bugs, you name it. It's unbeliev- 
able,” Pomona. Fire Chief Tom Fee 
said on Tuesday. . 

“I've been in some pretty ugly 
homes, but it's the worst house I've 
ever seen,” fire Capt. Terry Stau- 
denmayer said as masked excava- 
tion crews using a tractor scooped 
up the filth and hauled it away. 

Homeowner Exleen Burman, 71, 
was unhappy with the drastic action. 
She protested that she had been ac- 


cumulating the contents of the sin- 
le-storey home, in a neighboar- 
hood of $100,000 houses for years. 

Burman concedes she hasa't 
cleaned her house in years, explain- 
ing: “I've been sick for 20 years. {πὶ 
trying to find another husband. I 
need somebody to help me, you 
know, paint the house and help pay 
for the food.” 

The retired hairdresser said she 
sleeps, but doesn't eat, in her home. 
“I struggle off somewhere to get 
something to eat and then come 
back here for a rest,” she said. 

Twenty tons of garbage and seven 
refrigerators had been removed by 
Monday from the back yard by a 
private contractor hired for $4,000 
to clear away the garbage. Burman 
must pay the costs. 


“I carried out stacks of wood 
dompletely rotten with termites," 
said contractor Curnelius King. “I 
flipped over a refrigerator and a rat 
jumped straight in the air.” 

But most of the trash and gar- 
bage, stacked one metre high in 
some places, was inside the house. 


Fire Department officials origi- 
nally became aware of the filth five 
or six years ago while investigating a 
fire call that turned out to be ἃ false 
alarm, Staudenmayer said. They 
were unable to do anything at that 
time, he said. 


“If it's not producing rats, we 
can't do anything,” he explained, 
adding the case was then tumed 
over to the Los Angeles County 
Health Department.

MOSCOW -- The Soviet Union an- 

nounced yesterday that it has lost 

13,310 dead in the eight-year wur in 

Afghanistan, with 35,478 wounded ᾿ 
‘and 311 soldiers missing in action, 

including prisoners of war still held 

by Afghan rebels. 

At the same time. First Deputy 
Foreign Minister Yuli Vorontsoy 
hinted that Moscow could reconsider 
its troop withdrawal if Pakistan con- 
tinued what he cafled “gross viola- 
tions” of the Geneva pact under 
which the troops are leaving. 

Asked if this meant that the pull- 
out could be halted or troops sent 
back into Afghanistan, he replied: 
“We may have to call another news 
conference like this one to say what 
onr reaction will be."* 

Vorontsov said Moscow would 
consider leaving military advisers in 
Afghanistan if the Kabul govern- 
ment requested it ~ which Washing- 
ton argues would violate the Geneva 
accords, 

Moscow and Kabul charge that 
Pakistan is still supporting Afghan 
rebels who have rejected the UN- 
mediated agreement signed last 
month under which the Soviet Union 
began withdrawing its troops on 
May 15, 

The first casualty figures released 
by the Soviet Union for its 8! years 
of military involvement in Afghani- 
Stan were announced by General 
Alexei Lizichev, head of the armed 
forces’ potitical directorate. 

““We are aware of our losses, and 
these losses have been quite heavy." 
he said. 

Lizichev said he had no figures on 
how many Afghans had died in the 
fighting. 

The number of Soviet dead was 
considerably lower than the 47,321 
U.S. forces killed im battle in the 
Vietnam conflict in the 1960s and 
early 1970s. But Western estimates 
are that Soviet troop strength in Af- 
ghanistan was about 115,000, as 
against the half-million U.S. troops 
that were committed to Vietnam. 
This suggests that proportionate ca- 
sualties were similar: roughly one 
dead in every 10 soldiers on active 
duty. 


The general said that 9,500 Soviet 
troops and 1,000 pieces of military 
equipment had been withdrawn by 
May 25, and that 50 per cent of the 
contingent would be pulled out by 
August 15. 

Vorontsov, the Kremlin's top ne- 
gotiator on Afghanistan, said that 
some 2,000 rebel troops and ‘*hun- 
dreds of trucks of armaments** had 
entered Afghanistan from Pakistan 
since the Soviet Union began with- 
drawing its troops this month. He 
said Moscow had complained to Pa- 
kistani leaders and was waiting for 
an explanation. ἢ 

But Vorontsov described as *‘fan- 
tastic inventions’ statements by the 
guerrillas that they had seized con- 
trol of 18 of Afghanistan's 29 prov- 
inces and had isolated the city of 
Jalalabad, now only defended by Af- 
ghan forces. 

In Islamabad, Pakistan, Western 
diplomats said yesterday that the 
Kremlin probably won't meet its 
stated goal of withdrawing one quar- 
ter of its soldiers from Afghanistan 
this month because guerrillas are 
overwhelming Afghan army troops. 

The diplomats said that insurgents 
have harassed departing Soviet 
Army convoys and overrun a string 
of bases defended only by Afghan 
soldiers. Most of the bases are on the 
eastern border with Pakistan. 


“The regime has lost 18 district 
towns since mid-March, an unprece- 
dented string of losses with tactical 
implications,”’ strengthening the be- 
lief that the Afghan army cannot 
fight the guerrillas alone, one diplo- 
mat said. 


Meanwhile, both guerrillas and 
diplomats say the'namber of Afghan 
soldiers defecting or surrendering 
since the Soviet pullout began could 
be in the thousands.

Settler’s attorney: 


‘Slaying of 
shepherd case 
should be in 
military court’

Israel Ze‘ev was charged with 
manstaughter and aggravated as- 
sault in the Jerusalem District Court 
yesterday for shooting two Arab 
shepherds who were grazing their 
flocks near Shilo earlier this month. 

end defence attorney Shmuel 

Linzer argued that Ze’ev, ἃ 38-year- 
old American immigrant, should be 
tried in military court because he 
was acting as a soldier in defence of 
a Jewish settlement. 

According to the charge sheet 
presented by Talia Sasson of the 
Jerysalem District Attorney's Of- 
fice, the following events led to the 
death of one of the shepherds and 
the wounding of another on May 5. 

At about 4:30 p.m., Ze'ev was 
asked by the security coordinator of 
the settlement to find out what four 
shepherds were doing on a stretch of 
land that borders on the settlement. 

“Get out of here,” Ze'ev alleged- 
ly shouted at the shepherds as he 
approached them. He fired his M-16 
rifle in the air as he advanced. 

One of the shepherds, Rizek 
Awad Abu Na’‘im, ized Ze"ev 
and shouted at him, “Israel, don't 
shoot. We'll get out of here.“ 

But Ze'ev allegedly did not re- 
spond and continued to fire a num- 
ber of shots at them. The shepherds 
ran as soon as Ze"ev pointed his gun 
at hip-level. 

As Ze'ev fired, Jodeh Mubam- 
mad Awad of nearby Turmus Aiya 
was shot in the head and died in- 
stantly. Abu Na‘im was wounded in 
the leg. 

Ze'ev faces a maximum penalty of 
20 years for manslaughter and six 
years for aggravated assault. 


The prosecution asked that Ze’ev 
be detained until the end of his trial. 

Linzer argued that the case was 
not within the district court's juris- 
diction. Ze'ev had been guarding 
the settlement, a duty to which he 
was assigned by the settlement’s se- 
curity coordinator. He should there- 
fore be judged as a soldier who was 
following orders. 

Linzer said he had asked the at- 
torney-general to transfer the case 
to a military court. He rejected the 
district attorney's charges, saying 
that although the event was clearly 
“tragic,” Ze'ev had acted in defence 
of the women and children of the 
settlement. A woman had com- 
plained that the shepherds were 
grazing their sheep too close to her 
house. 

Judge Elihu Ben-Zimra said the 
argument that his court lacked the 
authority to judge Ze’ev was a new 
one to him. He ruled that Ze'ev 
remain in jail while the prosecution 
and defence submit written argu- 
ments on whether the case really 
does belong in a military court.

Manchester council’s anti-racist 
education’ policies were part of a 
general drive to raise race relations 
awareness in a city facing a growing 
incidence of Indian and Pakistani 
harassment. At the Greater Man- 
chester Bangladeshi Association, 
whose offices were petrol-bombed 
last year, staff speak of the children 
who come home from school “with 
bruised noses, black eyes and bust 
lips...frightened to go back again."

ITC will build 2 new centres

TEL AVIV - The Israel Tennis 
Centre is to open a six-court centre 
in Tiberias next week, while build- 
ing is to start shortly on another 
small complex in Dimona. These 
will augment the ITC’s 114 courts in 
seven centres. 

The facility in Tiberias has been 
contructed with funds provided by 
the St. Louis Jewish community,

Cutting credit costs: Time for a foreign invasion 


The volume of Israel's trade in 
and services last year amount- 
ed to $33.4 billion, while our gross 
domestic product (GDP) totalled 
$34.8b. Those figures might suggest 
that we are an open market whose 
encompasses 96% ot its GDP.

IF politicians were just a wee bit less piously self-righteous in 
seeking their own advantage, the peop!

tatives. A fat chance, though. Take, for example, the row 
between the Likud and the Alignment over the timing of the 


When, rightly or wrongly, it laid down that local elections be 
held once every five years, and not, like national elections, 
every four years, the Knesset was plainly suggesting that the 
two very different sets of polls should be kept apart. But it also 
allowed that, once every 20 years, local and national elections 
should coincide, as in fact they are to do this year, on Novem- 
ber 1. For the Alignment, that spelled a severe erosion of its 
municipal strength if voters, unaccustomed to bailot-splitting, 
were to move rightward at the same time on all electoral 


What, then, was to be done ? It might be fine if the national 
elections could be put off, to allow the “political situation” to 
improve, so to speak, and voter preferences to swing back 
leftward, at least to the point they were a year ago. But that 
could not be done. On the other hand, the anticipated damage 
could be reduced by delaying local elections by, say, six 
months. That is what the Alignment, piously invoking the 
national interest, began to contrive as it teamed up with like- 
minded leftist factions and, for once, with the NRP, much of 
whose strength lies in municipalities and local councils. 

Ao amendment providing for ἃ six-month delay in holding 
the local elections yesterday passed the Knesset on a prelimi- 
nary reading, by a vote of 59 to 45. 

That in itself did not amount to much. Since ali the parlia- 
mentary committees that normally handle this type of legisla- 
tion are headed by hostile Likud deputies. final enacnment of 
the bill could only be assured by the unusual device of forming 
a special committee for that very purpose. That could be the 
Alignment’s next challenge. Such a self-serving move, howev- 
er, if well-advertised, might lose the Alignment as many votes 


But the Likud was not content to see the Alignment fall into 
high-minded argument was thus

Suddenly, they were willing, though some- 
what unconvincingly, to reconsider, their earlier uncompromis- 
ing opposition to early Knesset elections. November 1 was no 
longer sacrosanct, and they were in fact eager to settle on a 
date in August; which incidentally is the time of year when 
Alignment voters are supposed to be vacationing abroad. 

Why the eagemess ? A short election campaign, they 50]- 
emnily explained, would help reduce expenditures and shorten 
the period of high tension that precedes elections. It was not, 
heaven forbid, as though the Likud was hoping to cash in on 
the intifada before it petered out, somehow. 


The supremacy of the law 


THE country’s two chief rabbis are in fighting trim. They wil! 
not take lying down the two rulings issued by the High Court of 
Justice during the past week on the rightful role of women in 
ordering Jewish religious affairs, the first seating Lea Shakdiet 
on the Yeroham religious council, and the other declaring that 
women may not be prevented from participating in the body 
that Is to elect an Ashkenazi chief rabbi for Tel Aviv. That. at 
least, was the impression given by NRP leader Avner Shaki, 
after he and some party colleagues paid a visit to the chief 


If the impression is correct, it still lends itself to two differ- 
ent interpretations. One is that the chief rabbis. Avraham 
Shapiro and Mordechai Eliahu, are readying for a tacticai 
retreat in the face of superior force, hoping that the two rulings 
will be confined in their applicability to Yeroham and Tel Aviv 
respectively, and will not serve as wider precedents in the 
future. The other is that the chief rabbis really mean what they 
said to the NRP bigwigs. who are their main political support. 

If they really mean it, a further and this time definitive 
ruling by the High Court may be required on some suitable 
occasion, going beyond the “women issue.” For what the chief 
rabbis appear to putting out is the charge that the High Court 
has overstepped its rightful jurisdiction, and has set itself up as 
a supreme court of halachic ruling above the chief rabbinate 
itself, which is something that cannot be countenanced. In 
other words, the seating of women on urban religious councils, 
and on town bodies electing local chief rabbis. is none of the 
Court, which is not authorized to over- 
rule an explicit halachic decision in the matter by the national

The amy sources noted that 
Louwazeh, one kilometre north of 
the security zone border and 6 km 
west of Maidoun. was part of Hiz- 
bullah's network of bases stretching 
down from the Beka‘a Valley. 

They noted that Louwazeh was 
deserted by its Shi'ite population a 
year ago'and taken over by Hizbul- 

_ lah. It was used as a billet by the 


gunmen and for storing food, weap- 
ons and ammunition. 

IDF sources in the north main- 
tained that the raid on the village 
was part of ongoing security opera- 
tions initiated by Northem Com- 
mand to hit known terrorist bases 

Yesterday's attack was an “exten- 
sion” of the operation carried out 
against Maidoun. and if Hizbullah 
persists in its hostile stance vis-a-vis 
Israel. more such operations are 
likely, a senior defence source said 
last night. 

Israel's continued activity in 
South Lebanon is not expected to 
induce Hizbullah (which. with an 
estimated annual budget of some 
$100 million. is the wealthiest politi- 
cal-military force in Lebanon) to 
withdraw from the area, the source 
said, but is aimed at deterring Hiz- 
bullah from carrying out attacks 
against Israel. 


“THOUSANDS of Israelis view 


themselves neither as “religious” 
nor as “secular.” They are “tradi- 


tional” in their Jewish outlook and 
way of life and recognize “religion” - 


as an important factor not only in 
Judaism, but in universal culture as 
well. 

Yet, Israeli society does not fully 
recognize this reality. “Religion™ is 
only for religious political parties 
and kippa wearers, for haredim and 
Gush Emunim.adherents. It is for- 
eign to Zionism, say its opponents — 
as though clericalism., in its pejora- 
tive sense, were inherent in.the term 
“religion.” It is undemocratic, they 
declare — as though the settlements 
of HaKibbutz HaDati were theo- 
cratic. It is obscurantist, they hold -- 
as though most of the faculty of Bar- 
Ilan Univeristy. or individuals such 
as Menahem Elon, David Hartman, 
Yeshayahu Leibowitz, Pinhas Peli, 
Emanuel Rackman. Avi Ravitsky, 
Alice Shalvi, Uri Simon, Moshe 
Unna, Ephraim Urbach, and scores 
of other renowned and highly re- 
spected public figures wre not repre- 
sentative of an enlightened 
Orthodoxy. 

Israeli Orthodoxy. its political 
parties or rabbinic establishment, 
has all but ignored the openness of 
these distinguished individuais. 
Since the founding of the Mizrachi 
Zionist party in 1902 (succeeded by 
the NRP), the organized political 
religious camp in Zionism has not 
sought to enlighten the public in 
Eretz Yisrael about the meaning of 
religion and its relevance to the na- 
tional life of the country. It has, 
primarily, made sure that its adher- 
ents would receive part of the potiti- 

ie. 

The teligious Zionist party did not 
seek to educate, persuade or show 
by the personal example of its lead- 
ership. the uniqueness of the reli- 


THE COUNTRY’S religious par- 
ties have fallen upon hard times. 
From without and from within, the 
crescendo of criticism continues to 
mount. In the course of a recent 
Knesset debate. Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres voiced his bitter dis- 
appointment with the religious par- 
ties by delivering some of his sharp- 
est criticism to date. Speaking 
directly to MKs Menahem Porush 
and Shimon Shlomo, Peres urged 
them to stick to religion and not get 
enmeshed in extremist politics in- 
volving borders or international 
conferences. 

He then advised Avraham Ver- 
diger that his view of the Jewish 
teligion as concentrating on Shabbat 
and kashrut was too narrow and 
should be broadened. to include re- 
spect for the stranger, love of peace 
and pursuit of justice. If this sounds 
contradictory it really wasn't meant 
to be. Presumably. Peres meant to 
say that if you “pursue peace” by 
means of an international confer- 
ence and “love the stranger™ by giv- 
ing away chunks of Eretz Yisrael, 
then you are practising the Jewish 
religion in its broad sense. Howev- 
er, if these same ideals translate 
themselves for you into different 
policies, then you have left religion 
and lapsed into politics. 

The cause for the canfusion is not 
so much the inability to distinguish 
clearly between politics and religion 
as it is the misunderstanding as to 
the legitimate goals of a religious 
political party. This is the issue that 
ts plaguing people within the parties

gious dimension. It has done pre- 
Gious little to expound religion in an 
attractive and educational manner 
that would bring the average Israeli 
closer to the historic culture of Juda- 
ism. It wasn’t even concerned 
enough to absorb the mass of reli- 
giously-minded Sephardic Jews who 
today represent the majority of the 
country’s Jewish population. 

Religious Zionism, as 2 whole, 
has publicly ignored issues of social 
justice, the status of modern worm- 
en, work ethics, the quality of reli- 
gious education and health delivery 
services. It has not made religion 
applicable to the needs and chal- 
lenges of Jewish national sovereign- 
ty. nor has it clarified and projected 
the restored dialectic between Jew- 
ish nationhood and religion, a rela- 
tionship which was severed during 
the period of the Emancipation. In- 
stead, the Zionist religious camp has 
concentrated on its own partisan in- 
terests — ensuring kashrut and mezu- 
zot in public institutions, the quest 
for political power and attempting 
to win favour with extreme religious 
elements, whether the non-Zionist 
religious parties in the Knesset, or 
the messianically-motivated follow- 
ers of Gush Emunim. 


RELIGION IS too basic and impor- 
tant a factor in Jewish national cul- 
ture to be left to sectarian, partisan 
groups. It must again be made the 
concern of klal Yisrael, as it was 
before the period of the 
Emancipation. 

In Israel, no major political party 
has seen fit to incorporate a k/al 
Yisrael! religious component as a ma- 
jor piank in its platform. Asa result, 
the “who is a Jew™ issue, orchestrat-

as well as without. 

What precipitated it all was the 
National Religious Party's apparent 
shift to the right on the issue of 
“land for Lapis igen rat 
the new party 5 ic ruli 
out of a caalition with Labour 
Therefore, rthe. recent =announce- 
ment of the-formation of a new reli- 
gious centrist party was greeted with 
much joy in these same quarters. 

However, there is no more reason 
to believe that there exists a signifi- 
cant constituency for a religious cen- 
tre than that there is support for 
such a group in the secular camp. 
The only sure consequence of fur- 
ther party splits is the weakening of 
the religious camp as a whole. To 
the outside observer, the spate of 
rumours of splits and formations of 
new religious parties séem nothing 
less than some dark, subconscious 
death-wish that is hurtling them to- 
ward political suicide. There is a 
sense of bewilderment among the 
religious rank and file of all shades. 
For there seems to be no way to 
justify these splits on any basis of 
principle.
